DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-5, drawn to vehicle sensor, classified in class 702, subclass 150. 

II. Claims 6-9, drawn to a method for characterizing the environment around 
a vehicle, classified in class 701, subclass 301 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice, 
respectively. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process 
as claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) 
the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different 
process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the process or method for characterizing the 
environment around a vehicle could be utilized in a weapons defense system, which is 
materially different from its application as a vehicle sensor. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Ernest Helms on February 4, 2004 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of a method 
method for characterizing the environment around a vehicle, claims 6-9. Affirmation of 
this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 1-5 are 
withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn 
to a non-elected invention.

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5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i).

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 6-9 are allowed. 

10. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Dickson et 
al. teach a region of interest selection for a vision guidance system. The prior art of 
record does not teach a method for generating information characterizing the 
environment around a vehicle comprising the steps of selecting a first sensor type from 
a first band portion of the electromagnetic spectrum and selecting a second sensor type 
from a second bank of the electromagnetic spectrum; deploying at least one A sensor 
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from the first sensor type and one B sensor from the second sensor type in each 
information gathering zone; time tagging information generated from the A and B so as 
to indicate when the information characterizing the ambient was gathered; selecting 
information A(t1 ), characteristic of a time t1 , from sensor A; selecting information B(t2), 
characteristic of a time t2, from sensor B which corresponds to substantially the same 
time as information A(t1 ); and fusing information A(t1 ) and B(t2) so as to characterize a 
target in the environment of the vehicle. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Dickson et al. teach a region of interest selection for a vision 
guidance system. Breed et al. teach an accident avoidance system. Higuchi teaches a 
peripheral monitoring sensor. Horvitz et al. teach a system and method for tracking 
objects by fusing results of multiple sensing modalities. Leivian et al. teach a method of 
response synthesis in a driver assistance system.
